Britisher's 
First Novel 
Fails To Jell 


IT WON’T BE FLOWERS, by 
Elizabeth Berridge, Simon and 
Schuster, 246 pp., $2.75. 


Elizabeth Berrige, British 
short-story and radio script writ- 
er, has turned out a first novel 
that—although it contains some 
excellent characterizations and 
pasages written with delicacy 
and perception—somehow fails 
to come alive. 

“It Won’t Be Flowers” is the 
story of three voung girls, Lura., 
Fiona and Helen, who began 
work in a London bank on the 
same day. Among the _ book’s 
flaws is the author’s over-use 
of narrative and her tendency 
to sermonize : 

Miss Berridge tells the read. 
er in advance exactly what is 
going to happen: “Thev had to 
grow up sometime, leave school, 
find lovers or husbands or both, 
move through the pain of ado- 
lescence to the greater (or les- 
ser) pain of maturity—carve out 
lives that would be satisfving, 
which might mean a career for 
one, marriage for another.”

Coleman returned to Rich’s musie shop, jotted down the ad- 
dress of London records and then had a British war bride, who 
was residing in Atlanta at the time, contact Monia when she 
returned to England for a visit. 

The war bride connected the two again and correspondence re- 
sumed. When Monia came to the States to contact New York pub- 
lishers about some tunes he had written, he scheduled a visit to Al- 
bert, their mother, and Albert’s charming wife, Gwenn. They had 
dinner atop the Rainbow Roof, where Albert is director of shows 
and entertainment. 

After arriving here, Monia reflected on the broadcasting business 
—-British and American—and he modestly said the British were 
a jump ahead of broadcasters in this country.

Our school problem continues to be in- 
creasingly distressing. Some of the coun- 
ties with the most acute financial problem 
have already closed their schools a month 
in advance and more are preparing to 
do so. 


Still others are asking that when next 
Autumn comes around there be no criti- 
cism of teachers who have gone to other 
States. | : 


There will be none from us. As we 
said in the first editorial on this pres- 
ent crisis, we would not be hypocritical 
enough to urge teachers to remain. It 
certainly is not their duty or obligation 
to remain. But we do hope that as many 
as can will see it through. This is not a 
teacher problem and the fact that local 
boards and some State officials persist in 
speaking of it, and anpealing for it, on a 
basis of “keeping our teachers” reveals 
why we are in critical trouble. 


The remedy lies in a complete over- 
haul of the school system, which is a 
hodge-podge created by varying local con- 
ditions. False pride, strong thougheit be 
false, keeps many unnecessary schools 
open. 

Consolidation is an answer. 

But consolidation on a county basis at 
once appears an archaic decision. It would 
mean hauling many children long dis- 
tances when they might live within a 
five-minute walk of a school. If the State 
supplies the money why cannot the State 
Board abolish the present system of school 
districts, with local co-operation, so that 
districts may reach ,across county lines 
when to do so would reduce bus travel 


- the basic issue. 
“until we remedy the basic reason why 


and expense. That is plain common sense. 

It is distressing that unnecessary si- 
lence continues. Not yet has any county 
board, or any elected State official, come 
forward with a blueprint for consolidation 
and for State bus control. 

Our school bus drivers could, if they 
wished, continue on in their jobs under 
State control, or even under a uniform 
plan to which all counties;subscribed. We 
have many systems. All cost too much. 
The cost per pupil is twice what<it is in 


North Carolina and more, even, than in - 


South Carolina, where local control is in 
force. Cost of busses, gasoline and repairs 
could be substantially reduced by State 
control or a State-wide county plan. 

The people of the State are interested, 
They are for the teachers. They always 
have been. But they are not going to be 
for a continuation of local waste and a 
refusal to do something about reducing 
cost and producing better and more effi- 
cient schools. 

Until that it done—until the educa- 
tional forces come forward with a plan— 
we do not believe the people will support 
a special legislative session or vote for 
increased taxes. , 

We trust that the public speeches by 
State Board Chairman James Peters indi- 
cate a will on the part of the board to 
require of the State Superintendent -and 
the local officials a thorough survey of 
what the condition is in each county and 
what they recommend be done.

After more than five months the news 
finally has come forth that two Navy 


squadrons are engaged in the Berlin Air- 


lift and one of them has been thé leader 
in efficiency for the past four months. 


The public has been led to believe the 
Airlift was solely the job of the Air Force. 


News of the Navy’s participation was 
not released voluntarily. It was pried out 
of the Defense Establishment by news- 
men who knew Navy squadrons were 
operating there and who knew further 
that Navy GCA (Ground Control Ap- 
proach) crews were manning Tempelhof 


Airfield at Berlin. This method has en- 
abled the airfield to handle a record num- 
ber of planes. It was developed by the 
Navy, which since has trained Air Force 
personnel in its operation. 

The Navy itself, queried about its Air- 
lift squadrons, indicated silence had been 
forced upon it by higher authority. 

Why has the Defense Establishment 
gagged the Navy but allowed the Air 
Force a full and free hand in publicizing 
the Airlift as entirely its own? 

Such jealousy is not becoming. It is 
enough to make the public extremely im- 
patient. 


Price of Maladjusted Childhood 


Atlanta and Fulton County have justi- 
fiable pride in their juvenile court. It is 
understaffed, but it is doing an excellent 
job. 


The statistics on crime for 1948, accord- 
ing to the excellent annual report by the 
local court, showed more than three-quar- 
ters of a million arrests for serious of- 
fenses in the nation. Of this number about 
60 percent were repeaters. 


Our penal methods do not rehabilitate. 
The start must be made with the cradle. 
In Fulton County and Atlanta the per- 
centage of repeaters is decreasing because 
of the work of the juvenile court. The 
court finds that 85 percent of all the chil- 
dren coming before it are from homes 
which do not provide for the social, men- 


tal, moral, physical or spiritual needs of 
the children. The failure is in the homes 
of the well to do and the poor. Drunken 
parents who quarrel before their children 
and who give them physical ugliness and 
fear; brawling parents in economic 
stresses, brutal parents, careless parents— 
all these fail to give to the baby and the 
child the necessary mental peace and se- 
curity in the vital first six years, The 
parents who do not care or do not know 
how to provide love, companionship and 
understanding, create the potential delin- 
quent. 

The psychologist has proved perhaps 
the most valuable single wdsker in the 
court. We hope the city and county can 
find a way to provide psythologists-psy- 
chiatrists in the adult field as well.

Georgia, which once was notorious for its cruel chain gangs, today ts working half of its county 


works prisoners on their honor instead of with guns, stripes, leg irons and whips. 


Nearly half of the 


4,600 prisoners in county work camps are trusties. That’s twice as large a percentage of trusties as 


any other Southern State, according to J. B. Hatch ‘tt, Assistant State 


Just back from Little Rock, Ark. where he 
attended the Southern Prison and Parole Con- 
ference meetings, Hatchett says that Georgia 
has the finest prison system in the South and one 
of the best in the nation. 


A veteran in penal affairs, Hatchett observes 
that the large percentage of trusties in Georgia 
is necessary because of the mechanization of road 
maintenance. Years ago, prisoners worked the 
roads with picks and shovels. They were concen- 
trated in smal] groups. They were clad in 
stripes and wore chains. Guards armed with 
shotguns stood near by. Today, prisoners are 
operating tractors and other* road machinery. 
They cannot be concentrated in small groups. 
They are no longer wearing stripes and leg irons. 
Guards carry pistols rather than shotguns to 
watch over those who are not trusties. Nearly 
half of the prisoners are trusties. ~_

New facts startle people. We get used to old 
and every-day facts as we get accustomed to old 
shoes and hats. 

But a new fact causes most of us to stop short, gasp and to be 
serra frightened, happy, indignant, dismayed, discouraged or in- 
spired. 

A single new and horrifying case of juvenile delinquency will 
bring a surge of startled editorials, hysterical] sermons about our 
decadent youth, denunciations of the home life of Americans, de 
mands for playgrounds, old-fashioned whippings, and so on. 

Actually, juvenile delinquency, on a basis of cases per thou- 
sand population, is about what it was in 2000 B. C. and what it 
has been since. Every decade will have its high point and its 
low. The worst period the nation had was in 1929. This was dur- 
ing prohibition and was at a time of prosperity. There were no 
cocktail bars, taverns, juke joints or other traps for the unwary. 


Stud A study of the period from 1937 through 1947 reveals a 
Y normal course, with the little increases and decreases all 
balancing one another out. In 1948 the curve is down a little 
in New York, up a/fraction in Georgia, and so on. The point is— 
it runs about the game. Numerically. it is greater. But so is our 
population. Also, we are more efficient at getting cases into court 
and under observation. 

We are lucky in Fulton County and Atlanta in having a juvenile 
judge like W. W. Woolfolk. He is sincere and honest and he has 
experience. That’s one reason he has a fine record, one of the 
best in the nation. National attention properly is being given it. 


News The newspapers co-operate with him. We don't print 

the names of juvenile cases. We don’t print the lurid and 
often sickening stories of events and of the ravening depravity of 
adults who prey on children. We could have had, for example, a field 
day of yellow journalism with a recent case of the nudist father and 
mother whose moronic pleasures in the cult and whose possession 
of nude pictures touched off an orgy of juvenile sex practices 
which .quickly involved 19 children. They were not published be- 
cause of a sense of journalistic responsibility. The murders, the 
follies, the major police cases of adults are’news and are a part of 
the face of any community. They are published. If the front page 
has four murders on it, it is because there were four murders. 
But we try to protect children, scarred by adults, from the further 
scar of public revelation. 


‘Love’ It is pretty well establishéd that very few children suf- 

fer from the dangerous “compulsion” complexes, or psy- 
choses. But almost every juvenile case is the product of psycho- 
logical strain. 

Now and then there are stupid controversies about whether 
“rich” homes produce more “bad” children than “poor” homes. The 
whole thing is stupid. Income, per se, proves nothing. But eco- 
nomic strain is important and dangerous to children. — 

There are more persons of a low income level than high. There- 
fore, in these’ Hames there are more chances for psychological strain 
and pressure. hey are more crowded. If there is brawling be- 
tween parents, the kids are sure to hear it and be in the room 
with it. If there is drunkenness and drunken quarreling, the kids 
are sure to see it and listen to it. If there is economic strain, 
it comes to the kids in the form of discussion or fighting about 
lack of money. 

I sometimes find myself hoping there is a literal hell so as to 
be sure those who harm children will be sure to boil in it. There 
is, I think, a specially hot place in hell for parents who bring their 
drunken quarreling home to children. 


Causes Children are likely to be harmed permanently because 

of the divorce rows or the actual drinking and quarrel- 
ing. They become delinquent because they can’t understand it, but 
do understand something is wrong. They are made afraid and 
confused. They cannot explain their fear. 
and are made unstable, often for life. 

A child which does not have adequate affection in its first five 
or six years is also rather sure to be a problem child in some 
manner or another. This explains why some adopted children do 
not turn out well. They are from homes or institutions which did 
not supply the necessary love and affections to them in their first 
few years of life. As a matter of fact, whether they were adopted’ 
or not has nothing to do with it. The child’s future depends greatly 
on the home life and care it has in its first half dozen years. The 
following ones are important, of course. But those first six are 
more important. Failure then can’t be “made up.” 


. The tragedy is that many parents do not know this. 
Guidance They, too, need guidance. The community should 
offer facilities for guidance and instruction. Playgrounds help. 
Clinics and instruction in child care are most beneficial. Homes 
where poverty and ignorance and hunger are constantly present 
nevertheless can, and do, turn out good children. But the odds are 
against them. The homes of the rich can produce situations for 
children as bad as that of the worst slum shack. Drunkenness, 
family quarrels, obvious feuds between parents, and lack of any 
affection are not matters for big or little houses, forwich or poor. 
They are a matter for character, decision and constant struggle to 
be worthy of the opportunity to bring up a child. 

Children aren’t born bad. Or delinquent. 

Young people are not worse than they used to be. They actually 
seem to be a little better. ‘ 

And to the naively conceived lectures, sermons and editorials 
asking, “Whither our young people?” there is a ready answer. It is: 
“They are pretty sure to travel the path where their feet were set.” 
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It still has far to go in pro- | 
viding vocationa! training, recreation and segre-

A Soldier's Job Is to Shoot 


TOKYO—In the early days of the occupation, General of the 
Army Douglas MacArthur was wont to remark to visitors that 
after about the third year, any military occupation begins to col- 
lapse of its own weight. Japan today, in the fourth year of the oc- 
cupation, is a tribute to MacArthur’s prescience. 

The end of military government of this unhappy nation should 
now be urgently considered, if grave future consequences are to 
be avoided. This is so, and MacArthur was right, because the 
course of all military occupations is determined by three simple, 
displeasing rules. 

Rule One; Military men, with plenty of good will, but no sort of 


| training for the job, are unfitted to control indefinitely all the 


delicate, infinitely complicated mechanisms which govern the lives 
of millions of people. A brigadier general arrived here recently 
and was subjected to the usual “indoctrination lecture” on the politi- 
cal and economic problems of Japan. Half way through, he slapped 
the table and cried: “By God, sir, a soldier’s job is to shoot guns! 
What’s all this damn nonsense about?” 

The general was not typical of the many hardworking and in- 
telligent officers here. But he was right. 


awe Rule Two: Military occupation brings into being an 
Privileged alien, privileged class, visibly enjoying all the per- 
quisites of incomparable wealth and unlimited power, with im- 
measurably pernicious results. Nothing is more striking in Japan 
today than the heavy colonial atmosphere. It is not merely the 
contrast in living conditions. Army regulations are necessarily 
geared to the most irresponsible nineteen-year-old GI, but they 


| apply equally to all Americans, civilian and military. | 
It is illegal to give a Japanese a cigarette, to visit a Japanese |

friend in a hospital, to go to a Japanese theater, and so on, ad 
infinitum. The result is to cut the American rulers off from any 
normal contact with the Japanese ruled. 


Painful Rule Three: The real political life of the country gov- 
erned is hopelessly smothered under the artificial con- 
ditions of tight military control. No one but a second-rater, or a 
fool, or an occasional, aged, duty-bound patriot will seek office when 
all real power, the only real reward for political office, is in for- 
eign hands. Thus, responsibility for everything, from balancing 
the budget to inspecting slaughterhouses, is sloughed off on the” 
conquerors. And everything painful, from high taxes to inade 
quate rations, is conveniently blamed on the occupying power, a 
game which the Japanese Communists are playing hard and well. 
This has been a benevolent and remarkably peaceful occupa- 
tion. It has a number of impressive ac¢omplishments to its credit, 
of which the land reform is the most outstanding. But the time of 
accomplishment has passed. 


There is even a good deal of basic agreement on what 
form this fundamental change should take. To with- 
draw American troops from Japan now would be sheer madness, 
in view of what is happening in China. But. the military should 
revert to the proper role of the military—shooting guns and learning 
how to shoot guns. : 

Again, it would be plain idiocy not to leave the ultimate politi- 
eal power in American hands. But baftalions of military police, 
mountains of mimeographed forms and fnousands and thousands of 
Americans, in and out of uniform, occupying all the best housing 
and office space,.are not necessary to maintain this power. All 
that is necessary is a small, competent commission (one authority 
here believes that 200 competent men could do the job, though that 
is doubtless optimistic). 

Such a change would not produce an efficient, gloriously demo- 
cratic Japanese government ov ht. It would probably produce 
a terrible government. But the lesson of postwar 
a heavy-handed colonialism does not pay. And unless the United 
States wants to make Japan a permanent, enormously ex ve 


American colony, some such change has to come. And it got

I know ofa 
situation where children ride a bus for approxi- 
mately six hours each day to and from school and 
spend five to six hours at the school. This seems 
entirely too much riding in order to get to a good 
school. Our school consolidation has been based 
on county boundaries to a large extent. Region

expensive. It certainly wouldn't expose the 
child to so much bus riding. A very good pro- 
gram of studies and teaching can be done in a 
high school of 150 pupils. Then, too, I think you 
will find disadvantages as well as advantages in 
the big high schools. 

As for waste in the educational field I’m sure 
most people in the school work would agree, but 
some of this waste we talk about is being magni- 
fied out of all proportions. I believe the rank 
and file of the school people greatly desire econ- 
omy and efficiency in the school business. And 
I believe the school people will be the first to co- 
operate in bringing this about. But the school 
program is not the only Georgia program that 
has waste. The State Highway Department is 
surely the worst. So, let us try to clean up the 


entire State business while we are at the job.

They 
are, above all, Americans and they know—more 
surely than any previous generation—that they 
are citizens of the world. If to some of the older 
of us the War Between the States is a well of 
gall, to some others an overglamorized romance 
and to the historian a shameful interlude of 
mingled heroism and corrupt politics, is it not 
then the children marching with their wreaths 
who must cherish and preserve the precious 
heritage of men who died for ideals? 

We take increased devotion That, per- 
haps, is what Lincoln meant at Gettysburg when 
he talked about the unfinished work; and it may 
be that the work may never be finished.

DIED one day last summer 
My heart stopped beating and I stopped 
breathing. For four minutes and 35 seconds 
I was not in the land of the living. 

If an outsider had looked in upon the operat- 
ing room at the United States Army Valley 
Forge General Hospital in Phoenixville, Pa., he 
would have said I'd never be writing this now. 
He wouldn't have counted on the skill of the 
medical scientists who attended me and he 
wouldn't have known about the small plastic 
medal, with the figure of Our Lady embossed on 
one side and a prayer to Her on the other. 

It was a clear, Warm morning the day I| died, 
June 5, 1948. I didn’t have any. premonition that 
it was going to happen, but I did know the 
operation was to be a long and serious one and 
I did feel some natural apprehension, So about 
the last thing £-dit consciously was to speak~to 
First Lieut. Susie Ahearn about the medal. 

“Lieutenant Ahearn,” I said just before I 
received the anesthesia, “will you pin that little 
oval medal to my pillow in my room? 1 want 
to come back to it.” 

She nodded. She knew what I meant. She'd 
read the words on it: “Holy Mary, conceived 
without sin, prav for us who have recourse to 
thee.”’ She'd been an overseas Army nurse. She 
was dark haired and blue eyed and her voice was 
wonderful. 

“Sure, I will, John,” she said, and that’s what 
I kept thinking of a little later when I drifted 
off into the borderland of anesthesia. 

It was 7:45 o'clock in the morning whe 
Captain Harold N. Jolley, of Wood River, IIL, 
put a tourniquet on my left arm, and injected 
sodium pentothal, a sleep-inducing drug. With 
the sodium aint) Was a derivative of curare, 
the drug used by South American Indian tribes 
as arrow poison, What happened in ther hospita! 
after that, I found out weeks tater.

The sodium pentothal put me to sleep. The 
curare, having a paralyzing action, relaxed cer- 
tain muscles. It was possible then for doctors 
to insert a tube into my trachea. 

Through this tube I received ether and oxy- 
gen, the ether to keep me unaware of pain, the 
oxygen to keep me alive. 

It was advisable for me because I was to 
have two full ribs and part of another removed 
so that the surgeon could get at my lung, the 
infected condition of which had followed four 
attacks of pneumonia. 

A little after 8 o'clock, Dr. Julian Johnson, 
associate professor of surgery at the University 
of Pennsylvania, and civilian thoracic surgery 

msultant at the hospital, began the operation. 

Captain Jolley, thé anesthetist; was manag- 
ing the ether and oxvgen administration. 

At 8:20, Captain Jolley saw the strange 
course which events suddenly took. My heart 
(which had been all righi when examined before 
and during the operation) had stopped. 

Breathing stopped then, too. 
My chart, afterward, said: 


“Cardiac arrest: 
four minutes, 35 seconds.” In those precious, 
strange minutes and seconds, Dr. Johnson moved 
Without a second’s hesitancy. His scalpel 
extended the incision.

Then two things combined to hasten their 
return to Ireland and to London. 
In May of 1914 their son, who afterward 
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the Marquess. of Kildare, was born. A 
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few weeks later, with the outbreak of World 
War I, Edward FitzGerald joined his regiment 
as a lieutenant. 

He was wounded severely in 1915 and in- 
valided home, to rejoin his infant son and his 
beautiful wife, impatient to nurse him back to 
health. 


bY OWEVER, the war had inflicted wounds deep 
and bitter where their romance was Cone 
cerned. The young FitzGeralds began drifting 
apart. Their friends had never learned the 
cause of the rupture; the only statement came 
from May: 

“T guess I’m partly to blame,” 

She tried to reconstruct her career on the 
stage and was successful, for a while. Then 
began long periods of interraittent poverty for 
her: months of hunger in dank hall bedrooms 
while she was pining for the clean air and the 
lakes of Canada. 

Edward FitzGerald sought to lose his bit- 
terness and his frustration in the daredevil 
achievements common to the postwar hysteria. 

He acquired a racing automobile and offered 
to bet that he could beat the fastest train from 
London to Aberdeen, Scotland, a seemingly 
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hopeless task considering the state of the wind-

He won the wager, $15,000, by hurtling his 
ross the 518 miles in 14!, hours, beating 
the train decisively, 

That sum, properly applied, might have 
helped to restore the fortunes and the marriage 
FitzGeralds, but it was not the habit of 
Lord Edward to use money judiciously. 

As the younger brother of the Duke of 
Leinster, he did not share in the income of the 

huge estates; instead, he 
received an allowance of 
some $5,000 -a year, and 
that couldn’t keep him in 
spending money. 

Time after time he tried 
to make a fortune over- 
night through speculation; 
just as often the schemes 
fell through. 

He sold his prospective 
interest in the Leinster 
ancestral home, Carton 
Castle, and other estates 
to a famous London spec- 
ulator, Mallaby Deeley. 
The transaction netted 
FitzGerald a comfortable 
amount, but it also had a 
serio-comic repercussion. 

The repercussion came 
when FitzGerald announced 
that he was going to sail 
a 25-foot ketch across the 
Atlantic, single-handed, and 
invited bids from sponsors. 

The bids arrived, some 
accompanied by checks, and 
something else arrived, too, 
It was a notice from Mal- 
laby Deeley, the speculator, 
informing the nobleman 
that such an undertaking 
was dangerous and might 
take FitzGerald's life, in 
violation of a_ contract 

nobleman to Deeley for a 


which bound the 
‘natural lifetime.” 
FitzGerald was forbidden to do anything 
that might shorten his natural lifetime. 
In 1922, Lord Edward FitzGerald became 
the 7th Duke of Leinster, on the death of his 


older brother, and May Etheridge FitzGerald 
suddenly found.herself a Duchess as prophesied 
by the old wardrobe mistress. 

The news was brought to her in a pub in 
the comparatively squalid neighborhood where 
she was living. es 

“What ho, lackeys!” she cried. ‘*The Duchess 
of Leinster will have the best.” | 

“The best of what?” the barman inqui 
suspiciously. — 

“The best pint of bitters in the establish- 
ment,” the new Duchess said meekly. “It’s all 
that I can pay for—at the moment, As soon 
as we get the estates reorganized—” 

The reorganization of her titled husband’s 
estates affected her status but slightly. Al- 
though she was an estranged wife, she was 
still a Duchess and the new Duke effected a 
reconciliation, after a fashion. 


N agreement was drawn up which provided 

that May, the Duchess of Leinster, was never 
to return to the stage, nor attempt to return 
to the footlights. Neither was she to see her 
young son—who had acceded to the title of 
Marquess of, Kildare—-unless properly invited 
and duly escorted to the scene of the meeting. 
In return, she was to receive an allowance that 
would permit her to live comfortably in a quiet 
neighborhood. 

The Duchess signed and, although only 30 
years of age and still beautiful on occasion, 
went into retirement. 

Edward's attempts at reorganizing the es- 
tates to produce greater income were signal 
failures: He found himself, in the period of a 


, 


few years; the target of 49 petitions in bank- 
ruptcy. On one occasion he received a suspended 
prison sentence for failure to disclose his bank- 
ruptcy while obtaining credit. Another time he 
was jailed for 13 days on a similar complaint. 

There was one way of restoring the family 
fortunes: marriage with a wealthy woman, pos- 
sibly an American heiress. 

The Duke snorted when it was first sug- 
gested to him, then reconsidered. 

After 11 years of separation, it seemed im- 
possible that he and the fotmer May Etheridge 
could ever effect a lasting reconciliation. She 
was a handicap, not an asset to the new Duke 
of Leinster. 

The Duke took legal steps to make the sepa- 
ration permanent. 


E sued for divorce in 1926 and sat back to 

await his freedom. But the English courts 
found nothing seriously objectionable with the 
conduct of the Duchess, despite her independent 
and informal mode of living before and after 
she was given the title.

For May Etheridge it was a sickening blow, 
even though she had been vindicated. The court 
action meant that Edward.was through with 
her forever; that 
mother had ended. 

For her there would be no royal receptions, 
no mingling with the lords and their ladies, 
none of the things that went with the title 
bestowed upon her. | 

She disposed of her gaily colored gowns and 
hats and began to dress in severe black; some- 
times her costume was as sombre as widow’s 
weeds and she spent long hours brooding in tea 
shops and in pubs far from her comfortable 
lodgings. 

Londoners watched her slow and lonely 
progress downward and came to know her by 
a new title: 

The Duchess of Despair. 

But it was as the rightful Duchess of Lein- 
ster she was haled into court in 1930. The 
charge: attempted suicide. 

At first her name was given as “Mrs, Wil- 
liams,"’ but that was speedily corrected. 


RINCIPAL witness for the Crown was Stanley 

Williams, a,cook. He said he had entered her 
apartment and found the gas turned on, but 
unlighted, and the Duchess of Leinster, nee 
May Etheridge, lying on the floor and smiling 
contentedly. 

“You,” said the pale ex-actress, “are a liar, 
Mr. Williams.” 

The court, however, believed Williams and 
a conference was hastily called, Friends of 
May’s, and of the Duke’s, offered a plan for her 
rehabilitation. A nursing home had been pro- 
vided, along with sufficient funds to bring her 
back to health. Sentence was. suspended and 
May went to her new home, 

The attempted suicide and evidence concern-

ing her relationship with Williams, the cook, 
was all that the Duke of Leinster needed to 
win his long campaign to rid himself of May. 
The decree was granted. in 1930. 

Two years later, the Duke married Mrs, Agnes 
Raffaele Van Neck. They were divorced in 1946 
and Jessie Churston, formerly the wife of the 
3rd Baron of Churston, became the Duchess of 
Leinster. J 

Neither of the marriages seemed to have 
brought the ducal estates back to prosperity. 

May Etheridge, his first Duchess, never both- 
ered him again. For that matter, she never 
bothered anybody again—-except the coroner 
and his was a task that was soon done. 


N THE morning of Feb. 12, 1935, they found 

the Duchess of Despair, alone, an wun- 
heated bungalow where, apparently, she had 
sought shelter overnight. 

At first, the police thought she had died of 
exposure and malnutrition. The once beautiful 
face was hed and blue with cold. . 

Then found a little bottle in the folds 
of her black dress. The coroner sniffed it later 
and nodded: | 

“Suicide. Death by poisoning from an over- 
dose of sleeping potions.” 

“Funny thing about the case,” one of the 
policemen recalled later. “Y'know what they 
call that little section where she was ; 

“What do they call it?” 

“Peace Haven. Makes you shiver, sort of.”

Vesalius, the father of modern anatomy, used 
always to dissect in his laboratory with the 
crucifix before him. 

In our haste of thought and inadequacy of 
reflection, we are still too prone to say, “I have 
a soul.’ Rather we should say and think, “I 
am a soul; I have a body.” That which we call 
the soul, I conceive as the animating spirit that 
utilizes and vitalizes the body. At the very 
outset, therefore, the scientist may frankly and 
freely affirm the faith that is'in him. It is pre- 
cisely because the human spirit is immortal and 
has a divine destiny that is worth while for 
all who are in any way concerned with the sci- 
ences to devote their lives to the study and care 
of the perishable and transient human bocy. 

For if human life is worth living at all 
and most of us are agreed that it is--then lit 
is clearly desirable to make it as long, as effec- 
tive and as happy as possible. One of the | 
and chief ways of accomplishing this is by 
making the human machine as durable, as 
serviceable and as nearly perfect in structure 
and function as possible, by remedying its dis- 
orders and best of all by preventing them. That 
should be the major objective of all medicine, 
and of all enlightened scientific medical research 
as well, 

We have first and foremost the entire field 
of the physical sciences, those vast bodies of 
factual knowledge and understanding which, hke 
coral reefs out of the ocean, have been built 
out of the welter of ignorance by the patient 
labor of millions of devoted minds and hearts. 
But never must we rest content with what has 
been already accomplished. It is not enough 
to master and apply the existing data. Always 
we must seek by our own effort to add to them 
and to extend their application. 

Yet although scientific investigation is our 
most precious means to this end, it is not the 
end in itself. We should beware not to make 
science our god, and research our fetish. In 
the pursuit of scientific knowledge we should 
do well to remember that what Is really impor- 
tant is not merely fact but its application to 
the needs of human life. 

In the conflict of ideologies which. besets us 
today, religion is the touchstone for science and 
for ethics alike. Science is not our religion, but 
our means to the achievement, interpretation, 


revelation and vindication of our religion. True

OTHING mattered except the little boy’s 
future. The judge was sure of this. The 
young parents—-a Harvard war hero.and 
his Back Bay Boston wife—were divorced. They 
would go their separate ways, But what of the 
child? 

Should the father, Irving Hanson Chase, Navy 
veteran and drug company head, have six-year- 
old Jonathan? Or should the boy be entrusted 
to his wife, Mary R. (Polly) Long Chase, Boston 
Junior Leaguer whom he had divorced”? 

The question puzzled Judge Robert Gardiner 
Wilson, Jr.; a little while ago, just as similar 


questions of children’s custody puzzle other 
judges somewhere almost every day. Upon 
Judge Wilson’s decision depended the whole 


future course of Jonathan Chase’s life. 

For the judge there was no law. No statute 
told him to give Jonathan to his mother or to 
take him away.

“If they were my age (38), Il would say yes,” 
she answered. 

The dissenting Appellate 
weighed all this, and wrote: 

“The wife's so-called indiscretions amount to 
grave misconduct and gross immorality de- 
nounced by divine law and condemned by the 
civil and criminal law. Her conduct and code 
prove that she is an unworthy and unfit guardian 
of her daughters.” 

Yet, by the majority vote of the Appellate 
Court, the defendant still had. her little girls, and 
the husband's next move was to carry the case 
to New York State's highest court, the Court of 
Appeals. 

In that high court, six judges tried to decide 
what to do about the children. Like those in the 
Appellate Court, they disagreed. 

Those who stood with the mother said in their 
opinion (written by Judge Stanley H. Fuld): 

“The case involves a problem as perplexing 
as any in the field of human relationships. The 
primary concern of the trial judge was the wel- 
fare and happiness of the children . Bearing 
directly on that issue was the evidence that the 
father was inordinately occupied with his pro- 
fessional duties. That as a result he gave little 
of his time or of himself to the children and that 
not infrequently he treated them brusquely, im- 
patiently and even intempefately ... There was 
proof that the wife was ever a good and de- 
voted mother.” 

The judges who stood with the father (Judge 
Charles S. Desmond writing the opinion) said: 

“It can not be that the best interests of these 
impressionable teen-age girls will be best served 
by awarding their custody to one (Mrs. Bunim) 
who proclaims and lives by such extraordinary 
ideas of right conduct.” 

Two judges were with the mother, four were 
with the father-—thus, finally in the state’s high- 
est court, the father got the little girls. 

All the judges in all the courts pointed out 
that a custody decision can not restore a broken 
home. They all said that in divorce the child is 
the one who has to pay and pay and pay. 

It is traditional that the mother, even if she 
be an erring one, keep the child. But courts are 
beginning to upset that tradition and even the 
Children’s Bureau of the Federal Security 
Agency, in its 1949 bulletin, says that often a 
father may make a child a better home than a 
mother who is preoccupied with work or play. 

“With theincreased understanding of the im- 
portance of the father-child relationship,” it says, 
“the question may be asked as 
to whether a mother is any 
more important to a child than 
a father.” 

Mrs. Alice Rand De Tarnow- 
sky McIntosh, wealthy former 
Chicagoan, now living in Michi- 
gan, not only lost the custody 
of her three children, but was 
ordered to pay $200 a month to 
Capt. Alexis De Tarnowsky, her 
former husband, for their sup- 
port. 

One of the children, Marie, 
15, testified against her, telling 
of her mother’s association with 
Pvt. L. F. McIntosh, whom she 
subsequently married, Judge 
Michael Feinberg ruled that she 
was unfit to care for the chil- 
dren, and although she has made 
several attempts to regain their 
custody, she has failed. 

In still another,.case the rul- 
ing is significant:” Raymond 
Geismar, in New York, sought 
to retain custody of his chil- 
dren, Phillipe, then nine, and 
Anne, then eight. .His wife, 
Francoise, tried to take them. 

“Inasmuch as the mother 
forthrightly admits derelictions 
with two men,’ Supreme Court 
Justice William T. Collins said, “it becomes 
necessary to consider whether such conduct pre- 
cludes awarding her the custody of the children 
... The law is not so vengeful as to punish the 
children through their mother. 

“Since we are dealing with humans and not 
with angels, we must take human frailties into 
account. Granted that the mother is not perfect, 
still, imperfection is not unfitness. If we reject 
anything short of flawlessness, our quest would 
have to go beyond and higher than this earth.”’ 

The mother got the children. 

Were the deciding judges right in these cases? 
Will other judges be right tomorrow and tomor- 
row and tomorrow? 

How are you going to measure a little boy’s 
welfare? Where is there a compass for a little 
girl’s happiness?

Seeley never expected the son of such parents 
to amount to much and disposed of him about 
a year later. 

Witliam Rvysdyvk, a farmhand living near 
Goshen, N. Y., where the rich Hambletonian is 
now run, inquired about the Charles Kent mare's 
young colt. 

“IT won't sell him separately,” bargained 
Seeley. “The dam and the colt must go to- 
gether. The price for the two is $125.” 

It was a deal. 

Rysdyk named the colt Hambletonian and 
wondered what to do with him. When Hamble- 
tonian was two he was bred to a neighboring 
farmer's mare and the fee paid Rysdyk was $10. 
He was mated three more times that season. 

In 1852, Rysdyk offered him for sale in New 
York City, but there were no takers. Then he 
shipped him to Long Island for a speed test be- 
fore returning to Goshen. Hambletonian trotted 
a mile in 3:03 and then another in 2:48. 

This test was the beginning and end of the 
wonder horse’s turf career. 

Rysdyk took him back upstate and began

exploiting him as a stallion. He booked him 17 
times in 1852 at the standard fee of $25. As 
the vears passed, his fame grew and for the last 
nine years of his career as a sire, Hambletonian’s 
stud fee was $500. 

In 1875, when he was 26, Hambletonian was 
bred to 24 mares. He died on March 27, 1876. 

Hambletonian’s part in the rise of Jay Gould 
has become one of the golden legends of Wall 
Street. Some 75 years ago, Gould was a stock 
market trader and had an account with the firm 
of Smith & Martin. 

Smith, the senior partner, was attracted to 
young Gould and eventually made him a partner. 

Smith’s hobby was trotting horses and he had 
bred the colt, Jay Gould, and named him for his 
partner. Gould was unimpressed, even after his 
namesake had set a new trotting mark for stal- 
lions. “ 

The firm was angling for control of the Erie 
Railroad and the partners were returning from 
an inspection of Erie properties one day when 
Smith suggested they sidetrack their private car 
at Goshen, so that they might see Hambletonian, 
then at the height of his fame. 

Gould wasn't interested, but agreed to wait 
two hours for the return of his partner. 

Smith was so enthralled by the sight of the 
magnificent stallion that the visit lasted more 
than four hours. 

Gould, meanwhile, had ordered the car hitched 


_ to a train and returned to New York. 


Smith was furious. There was no other train 
for New York till the next day and when he 
reached the city he upbraided his young partner. 

The quarrel lasted into the second day, end- 
ing only after Smith suggested Gould quit the 
partnership, which he did. 

Leaving, he turned to Smith and said, “From 
now on you've got a fight on your hands for 
control of the Erie and a lot of other controls.” 

Smith warned him he'd wind up playing a 
grind organ in Central Park. 

“If I do,” shot back the younger man, “you 
know who'll be playing the part of the monkey.” 

. But when the showdown came, Gould was the 
winner. From then on he seemed blessed with 
a magic touch and amassed one of America’s 
vreatest fortunes, 

Smith gradually slipped into oblivion and 
retired to Fashion Farm, his harness horse 
breeding establishment in New Jersey. His last 
asset of any consequence was Goldsmith Maid, 
one of the world’s greatest trotters.

Miami civic leaders appealed to Attorney 
General Cummings and the FBI was assigned to 
the case on the ground that the Federal Stolen 
Properties Act had been violated, 

It was the government's contention that the 
stolen jewels had been taken from Florida, across 
state lines, to New York, and then back to 
blorida. McNamara and Fitzgerald were as- 
signed to work with the federal agents, 

Scaffa was arrested in his New York office 
May 29, and charged with violation of the act. 
He submitted to arrest calmly and confidently, 
but his calm was shaken when he learned that 
a member of the underworld which had trusted 
him, and had been trusted in return, had made 
damaging charges against him.

OBERT NELSON, a fence, told police that 

Scaffa had given him $45,000 to hold until he 
was contacted by a man using a code word, Ile 
cave the man $30,000, Nelson said, and returned 
$15,000 to Seaffa. : 

The implication was that Scaffa held out 
the $15,000 for himself. 

Scaffa was indicted under the Stolen Proper- 
ties Act, but this was dismissed and he went to 
trial for perjury, based on his testimony that 
(a) he did not know how the jewelry got into 
the locker (b) he hadn't seen the stolen jewelry, 
and (c) he did not know where the gems had 
been hidden. 

A parade of government witnesses testified 
to the contrary and Noel Scaffa was convicted 
and semt to a federal penitentiary. 

lle was released after six months and eventu- 
ally was pardoned by President Roosevelt. But 
he was no longer the Great Retriever. He had 
lost confidence in hintself, and the thieves 
and fences had decided he was not in- 
vincible; that it might even be dangerous to 
deal with him, 

His agency had to be content with small jobs. 


THE GREAT RETRIEVER, 


In 1939 he suffered a stroke that affected one 
evelid. The second and fatal stroke came in 
Philadelphia on Aug. 31, 1941, a few weexs 
after his marriage to Mrs. Fs't«clle Farrell Mur- 
phy, niece of the famous Charlie Murphy of 
Tammany Hall. 

His friends said that Scaffa, sometimes col- 
lecting 10 per cent of the insured value of jewels 
he recovered, must: have made a million dollars 
In the ten years he was at his peak. But his-net 
estate amounted only to $4,405. 


IS former associates insisted he did leave one 

thing which might have been of great value 
to the police, private detectives or the crooks; 
all depending on who got possession of it, 

It was a thick, pocket size book in which 
Scaffa, trom the day he went to work as an 
office boy at Pinkerton’s, kept a record of. every 
criminal with whom he came in contact. It 
listed the hangouts and usual hiding places for 
thieves and fences all over the world. 

It contained names of some dishonest poli- 
ticians and society figures with whom “business” 
could be done, 

It explained how certain thieves could be 
instantly identified with certain types of rob- 
beries and burglaries, 

In the hands of law enforcement agencies 
today, it would be a terrific weapon. In the 
hands of a private detective, the Great Retriever 
might have a worthy successor, which is why, 
his intimates said, he destroyed it. At least, it 
was never found. 

The book kept by the Man in Black had, 
naturally, black covers.

[1AT price American citizenship? 
Is it worth 40 years of a man’s life? 
Is it worth four decades of pleading 
and planning in exile, risking life itself, to be 
able to stand up finally and proudly declare: 

“T am an American.” 

Olivio Kovary gave the answer dramatically 
the other day-——and startled several dozen wit- 
nesses, who, doubtless, take their citizenship cas- 
wally. White-haired and stooped before his time, 
Kovary fell to his knees and kissed the: floor of 
the courtroom in Washington, D, C., when he 
won his long fight. 

The tears of ecstasy had started streaming 
down the seamed cheeks of the 59-year-old fur- 
rier a few minutes earlier when Judge Alexander 
Holtzoff handed down his opinion: 

“Citizenship of the United States is a precious 
thing and expatriation is not to be interred from 
equivocal acts. The plaintiff was born a citizen 
of the United States._and the burden of proving 
expatriation was on the government. This bur- 
den the government has not sustained.” 

Kovary hurried back to his own fur-working 
shop in. New York to tell and retell the strange 
story of his life, most of which had been spent 
as a man without a country through no fault 
of his own, 

He was born in Baltimore in 1890. The fam- 
ily doctor failed to file the birth certificate, an 
oversight that seemed unimportant at the time. 

The following year the same doctor told 
Olivio’s father, Alexander Kovary, that the 
child’s mother had not more than two vears to 
live. The elder Kovary, awaiting his final citi- 
zenship papers and owner of a flourishing busi- 
ness, decided his wife should live out her final 
days with her family in. Bratisslavia, a city in 
what Was then Austria-Hungary, and the little 
yroup Sailed for Furope, 

Mrs. Kovary died in 1893. 

Olivio was never given a chance to forget 
the place of his birth. His father saw to that.

“America is the wonderful country,” Alexan- 
der told his son regularly. “It is your country 
because you were born there. You must return 
there to visit, if not to live.” 

“T will make it my home,” young Olivio 
Kovary decided, in 1909, and applied to the 
United States consul for a visa. He filled out 
the forms and waited. The first answer was 
the same as countless others that followed: 

“You are not an American citizen. There is 
no certificate of your birth in Baltimore.” 

He tried consulates in various cities regular- 
ly. -He wrote numerous letters to the United 
States Bureau of the Census, the Bureau of Vital 
Statistics in Baltimore, the Department of Immi- 
gration. There was no record of -his birth on 
American soil. 3 

His status was complicated in 1911 and 1912 
when he was called in the Austro-Hungarian 
army draft. Twice he was excused from service 
on his claim that he was an American citizen. 
Young Kovary had studied the laws of his native 
land. He Knew that under the 1907 Nationality 
Act “a native American may suffer the loss of 
his citizenship by service in a foreign army.” 

In 1913 he was forcibly taken to an induc- 
tion center, but, when 100 others raised their 
right hands and were sworn, Kovary kept his 
hands in his pockets, did not take the oath. 

The United States courts took cognizance of 
this 36 years later, holding he had not changed 
his allegiance. 

Determined not to bear arms for Austria- 
Hungary, Kovary played his trump as soon as 
he was sent to camp. He inflicted a wound on 
his leg, kept it aggravated until serious infec- 
tion set in, and the post surgeon was forced to 
certify him medically unfit and recommend his 
discharge. 

Olivio Kovary married Esther Fuchs, a Slo- 
vak girl, in 1918. Two sons were born, Ernest 
and Tom, both destined to serve in United States

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still pressing his claim for citizenship. 

Kovary, in the early 1920s, got.a new answer 
to his pleas for a visa to return to America. He 
was told he had been expatriated because of his 
term in the Austro-Hungarian army. It did. no 
rood [oO claim he Was forcibly inducted: he Was 
told to prove it. 

It took him 13 years to do it, but in 1936 
Kovary found the first sergeant who had accused 
him of malingering in 1913 and the army sur- 
geon who had termed him medically unfit, and 
presented their affidavits to the American con- 
sul, who found them inadequate. 

He refused to register as a national of Czecho- 
slovakia in 1938 and refused to vote. Friends 
obtained his release after he had been thrown in 
jail for the double refusal. Olivio Kovary and 
his family fled to Budapest, Hungary, and then, 
in 1940, to Genoa, Italy, where they obtained 
passage on the liner, Conte di Savoia, arriving in 
New York’on Feb. 29, 1940. 

“When I saw the Statue of Liberty,” Olivio 
Said, “I swore I would kiss the ground as soon 
as we landed, but I was afraid the pier where 
we tied up was Italian, so I postponed the kissing 
until the other day, when the judge made me a 
citizen—again. 

“I kissed the floor of the courtroom and I 
ran outside, into the hall, to find an American 
flag that I could kiss, but I did not find one. So, 
instead, I used a camera and took a picture of 
the court building and the statue of Abraham 
Lincoln. 

“During my long battle to establish my 
American citizenship, I refused to be discour- 
aged. I was finally rewarded when I found old 
neighbors of my father in Baltimore. Through 
them, I was able to prove that I was born in 
that city.” 

In order to win his 40-year-old struggle, 
Olivio Kovary had to sue the then secretary of 
State, George C. Marshall.

N a sectudedtane near Hardingstone, England, 

at about 2 a. m., Nov. 6, 1930, there occurred 
one of the most publicized fires in the history 
of British crime. 

What burned didn’t amount to much—merely 
an inexpensive, midget-type automobile. Nor, 
apparently, was the man who was burned to 
death in the front seat a person of any particular 
consequence, 

Even so, that fire was to become :-a much- 
discussed event, leading as it did to a murder 
case that attracted widespread attention. 

Earlier that night, the owner of the car, 
Alfred Arthur Rouse, 37-year-old commercial 
traveler, had left London for Leicester, about 
100 miles to the northwest. At that time, it may 
be assumed, he was alone in that front seat ex- 
cept for his thoughts, and what those were can 
only be imagined, 

What can be stated with some assurance, 
however, is that he was running away. 

Rouse had an urgent reason to escape, that 
November night. His women-crowded past had 
begun to eatch up with him. He felt that he 
had to extricate himself from the maze of mar- 
riages, of double and even triple lives, of ever- 
mounting expenses, in which he had become en- 
tangled during the previous 15 years. 

Marriage No. 1 had been to Lily May Wat- 
kins, a tramways clerk, on Nov. 29, 1914. As 
he was then stationed at an army training camp, 
the bride had to return to her parents’ home, 
and the marriage was not divulged until his 
regiment left for France the following March. 


ROUSE sustained battle wounds in the temple 
and knee which led to his discharge on Nov. 2, 
1916, and, thereafter, reunited with Lily, he 
worked as a traveling salesman for a blouse and 
gown concern. By 1917, they had a home of 
their own in Buxted Road, North Finchley, 

Meanwhile, about two vears after his return 
to civilian life, Rouse had met-a girl named 
Helen Campbell. She worked as a domestic for 
a North Finchley couple who were friends of 
Rouse, but who believed him to be a single man 
—as did Miss Campbell. 

He “‘married’’ Miss Campbell in November, 
1924, at Islington Parish church under the name 
of Arthur Alexander Rowse. 

Early in 1925, a domestic servant named 
Nellie Tucker returned his pipe to him after it 
had dropped from his car; he engaged her in 
conversation and drove her to her destination. 
Soon afterwards, she also fell in love with him, 

That spring, Helen Campbell had to quit her 
job and Rowse provided a home for her. 

On July 22, she became the mother of a son 
whom they named Arthur Alexander,

Rouse began to find 
the going a bit rugged. 

One morning in 1928, 
Lily asked him to take 
her to a picture that 
evening at the Wood 
Green Empire Theatre.

That evening he took 
Nellie to the show-—and 
came face to face with 
Lily! 

Thus the legal wife 
found out about Nellie; 
somewhat later she found 
out about Helen and 
Helen's baby. 

And Helen found out 
about Lily. 

Helen took out a 
summons against Rouse 
for the maintenance ‘of 
their child, and he was 
ordered to pay her $2.50 
a week, Later he shel- 
tered the boy in his own 
home in Buxted Road, 
and Lily—-who was in- 
clined to excuse Alfred's 
behavior because of that 
injury to his head in the 
war—took over Arthur 
Alexander’s upbringing. 

To complicate mat- 
ters ‘further, Nellie 
Tucker became the 
mother of a girl on May 
2, 1928. 

Rouse, already carry- 
ing a heavy financial 
load, found a woman 
who agreed to care for 
the child—-who had been 
named Pamalita—for $3 
a week. This arrangement enabled Nellie to re- 
sume earning her own living. 

By now Miss Tucker had become the sales: 
mans favorite, although he could be with her 
only on her afternoon off and on Sunday evening, 

Early in 1930, again an expectant mother, 
Nellie Tucker became so ill that he had to ae 
to the expense of placing her in a hospital. 

While she: was in the hospital, Alfred made 
the acquaintance of one Ivy (Paddy) Jenkins, 
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Qn Oct: 29, Nellie Tucker's second daughter, 
Patricia, was born. She remained in the hospital 
while Rouse arranged to have the infant cared 
for by a woman in West Kilburn. 


On the evening of Nov. 5, Alfred Rouse vis- 
ited Nellie at the hospital, returned to his 
home in North Finchley, then set out for Lei- 
cester—and destiny.

At about 2 a. m., William Bailey and his 
cousin, Alfred Brown, both of Hardingstone, 
’ were returning home from a dance hall in 
Northampton, about two and a half miles: 
from Hardingstone. They had just turned 
off the London road when they encountered 

a man who was a stranger to them. 

“He was wearing a lght-colored 
mackintosh, belted around his waist’, 
Bailey was to recall. ‘“‘He wore no 
hat, and we could see his dark, 
curly hair in the moonlight. He

was about 5 feet 10 inches in height, of sturdy 
build, and he carried a briefcase. 

“It is usual in the country to say ‘Good eve- 
ning’ to anyone We pass, but this man said noth- 
ing. For that reason we probably noticed him 
a little more closely than we otherwise would 
have. 

‘He went by us a short distance to the corner 
of the London road. 

“Just then 1 saw a blaze ahead of us, re- 
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marked to Alfred that it looked as if the hedge 
were on fire. No sooner had I said that than 
someone behind us said, ‘It looks like a bonfire.’ 
It was the man who had just passed us. He 
seemed out of breath and excited. 

“But Alfred and I started to run, and after 
we had gone a few hundred yards we saw the 
motorcar On fire.” 


AFTER the fire had been ‘extinguished, these 
discoveries Were made: 
The body of a man lying head down on the 
front seat, burned beyond recognition. 


A can which had contained gasoline. 


A wooden mallet, with human hairs adhering 
to it. This was found in the grass, 14 yards 
distant from the car. 

The metal parts of a man’s suspenders, 

The charred remains of a pair of slippers— 
a woman’s slippers. 

In addition to these items, there were the 
license plates, which quickly established that 
the car belonged to Alfred Arthur Rouse. 

That this had been a case of murder seemed 
obvious enough from the evidence of the mallet. 
The logical deduction was that the victim had 
been the car’s owner. 

The one thing wrong with this theory, how- 
ever, was that the description of the stranger 
seen by Bailey and Brown precisely answered 
the description of Rouse. 

Forty-three hours after the fire was first 
sighted, a Scotland Yard detective arrested

Rouse as he alighted trom a bus in London. 

“T’m really glad about this,’ he said. “I have 
been intending to go to the authorities. I assure 
you I feel relieved. I haven't slept a wink since 
it happened.”’ 

Escorted to headquarters, he related that, 
while en route from London to Leicester, he 
had picked up a stranger who wished to get to 
the North Country and the Midlands, and that 
the fire had started after he stopped the car and 
sot out for a few moments at a secluded spot. 

He said that he had placed a gasoline can 
on the front. seat, and asked his passenger to 
fill the tank while he was gone. The man asked, 
‘How about a smoke?”’ and Rouse had tossed him 
a cigar. 

Rouse said he then went un the road several 
hundred yards. 

Why had he not hastened to inform the po- 
lice? He replied that the tragedy had upset him 
dreadfully; he had been half out of his 
mind. Matter of fact, he said, he had 
been on the point of going to the police 
at the very moment of his arrest. 

Investigation showed, however, that 
right after the ‘‘accident” he had gone 
to the Jenkins home in Wales. When 
newspapers pubished their first accounts of the 
mystery of the burned car, Rouse lied to various 
persons in Wales, first saying the car couldn't 
have been his and then that his car had been 
stolen, 


F HE had murdered the stranger, hoping to 

make veryone believe the charred hodyv Was 
his own—so he could lose his identity and escape 
his irksome responsibilities—.why had he gone 
to the home of the Jenkins, who knew who he 
really was? 

The authorities never found a conclusive an- 
swer to that question. They reasoned, however, 
that Rouse must have become frantic W hen he 
realized that the two men who saw him near 
the burning car would later be able to identify 
him and, therefore, abandoned his original idea 
of trying to run away and start life somewhere 
else under a new name. 

Despite their efforts, the authorities could 
not discover the identity of the body found in 
the car. It was still unidentified. when Rouse 
went on trial, Jan. 27, 1931, in the small, 16th 
century Assize court in Northampton. 

The prosecution, headed by Norman Birkett, 
could not name the victim; it could not even es- 
tablish proof of motive. 

Outside the courtroom it was agreed that 
Rouse had wanted to escape from his accumu- 
lated burdens, and would not have been seen 
again had the body been accepted as his. Inside 
the courtroom, this could only be hinted at. 
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Even so, a strong circumstantial case was 
presented. So strong, indeed, that Rouse elected 
to take the stand in his own defense. In so do- 
ing, he laid himself open to cross-examination 
by a one of the most brilliant attorneys 
In the land.

®. The evidence you desire to put before the 
jury is that you did nothing to help the man in 
the car because you did not think you could do 
anything? <A. As far as I remember, I did not 
see him. 

@. Oh, but Rouse, this is a horror! A. Yes,

CROCHET hooks are 

made of steel and bone.

Blocking 


AFTER you have finished 
crocheting an article, 
you should block it. If it is 
soiled, and made of cotton, 
launder it first and starch 
it. Then while it is still 
damp, pin it face down 
with rust-proof pins to the 
padding of your ironing 
board. Shape it gently to 
the correct size and shape, 
and press with a warm 
iron, uSing a dry pressing 
cloth. If you don’t launder 
the article first, or if it is 
wool, lay a damp cloth 
over it before pressing. 
Lay raised patterns face 
down over heavy toweling.
